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Park Commission Asks Funds. 

Request by the Essex County Park 
Commission for maintenance money for 
J912-13 and for a special appropriation 
of $250,000 to extend West Side Park 
was forwarded Thursday to the Board 
of Freeholders. The commission at its 
annual meeting Tuesday determined on 
its maintenance fund. The allowance 
provided by law is one-half mill on' all 
tarable valuation unless the members of 
the commission decide that they can do 
with less. The approximate amount 
thus provided is $275,900, and the com¬ 
mission asks for $260,000. 

By an act of the State Legislature it 
was provided that the commission might 
ask for $100,000 a year, or any part of 
that amount, additional appropriation, 
which may be granted at the discretion 
of the freeholders for the completion of 
unfinished parks. This was formally ap¬ 
plied for Thursday, and if granted will 
he used to finish work on the improve¬ 
ment of the Weequahic Park addition, 
Irvington Park and Watsessing Park.
